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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-4, drawn to a method for exposing order status, classified in class 705, 
subclass 26. 

II. Claim 5, drawn to a system for exposing order status, classified in class 713, 
subclass 200. 

III. Claims 6-9, drawn to a machine readable storage, classified in class 713, subclass 
200. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions Group I and Group II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced 
by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used 
to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the 
process can be practiced by hand. 

3. Inventions Group I and Group III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that 
the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the 
instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination 
as claimed because no computer program is required. The subcombination has separate utility 
such as a property management tracking system. 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Groups II or HI, restriction for examination purposes as indicated 
is proper. 

6. During a telephone conversation with Kevn Cuenot on June 16, 2003 (Reg. No. 42,283) a 
provisional election was made with traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 1-4. 
Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this Office action. Claims 
5-9 are withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 CFR 1. 142(b), as being drawn 
to a non-elected invention. 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 

1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 . 17(i). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is directed to 
non-statutory subject matter. 

The basis of this rejection is set forth in a two-prong test of: 
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(1) whether the invention is within the technological arts; and 

(2) whether the invention produces a useful, concrete, and tangible result. 

For a claimed invention to be statutoiy, the claimed invention must be within the 
technological arts. Mere ideas in the abstract (i.e., abstract idea, law of nature, natural 
phenomena) that do not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts fail to promote the 
"progress of science and the useful arts" (i.e., the physical sciences as opposed to social sciences, 
for example) and therefore are found to be non-statutory subject matter. For a process claim, the 
recited process must somehow apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts. 
In the present case, claims 1-4 only recite an abstract idea. The recited steps of receiving an 
order does not apply, involve, use, or advance the technological arts since all of the recited steps 
can be performed in the mind of the user or by use of a pencil and paper (first and second trading 
partner systems). These steps only constitute an idea of how to expose order status. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

9. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Webber, Jr., US 
6,167,378. 
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Webber discloses a method where an order is received from a first trading partner system, 
e.g. 251, for tracking via a unique identifier, e.g. claims 7, 11, 17, a transaction contract, e.g. 
cols. 16-17, lines 64-5, in a supply chain system e.g. 277, and linking a status, e.g. 101, 
formatted in a particular channel, e.g. col. 13, lines 50-66, to a second partner system, e.g. 503. 
The partner systems, e.g. 251, 503 may be viewed as disparate systems.
